the city stands, aud into tile depot on a 
a small plain near the line of the State of 
Kansas. 
Three miles up the river, Wyan­ 
dotte is in sight, nestling on the eastern 
slope of a table laud which approaches 
almost to the waters edge. 
In the place 
whore our road terminates, are some tint 
residences, the roofs of business blocks 
aud church steeples lurched on the river- 
made promontories whose tops are two 
hundred feet above the depot. 
I accep­ 
ted at once the assistance of an inhabi­ 
tant of Kansas City. 
“We can discount 
Home in the number and height of our 
hills.” 
I can recommend the situation 
as au excellent one in which a traveler 
can fortify himself against dizzy headed- 
ness, before he climbs the abrupt sides 
aud walks along tLe sharp edges on the 
tops of mountains and mes far to the 
westwards. 
{Still, it is a city of great ac 
tivity and enterprise, and commands the 
extensive trade in the States aud Terri­ 
tories of the South and West. 
With 
these it holds connection by the many 
railways which center here. 
Though in 
Missouri, its spirit aud thrift are essen­ 
tially Northern, modified by the free and 
energetic life of the western prairies. 
Lawrence is a New England village of 
a large size planted in Kansas. 
The 
names of its streets aud families remind 
you of the homes of your graud-parents 
rn Massachusetts aud lihode 
Island. 
You are constantly meeting here, as you 
in will other places in the State what seems 
to you to be familiar faces. 
You 
invol­ 
untarily stop 
on 
the 
side-walk * to 
speak 
with 
people 
who 
you 
are 
inclined to treat as old acquaintances; 
and it is wbli regret that you check your­ 
self, as you discover that they are total 
strangers. This 
place was the head­ 
quarters of the free-soil inhabitants whose 
heroic leaders rescued Kansas from the 
dominion of slavery. 
Many points about 
the city are shown w here noble men per 
ished in the border ruffian warfare even 
prior to the Rebellion. On the 
high 
bluff near the base of which the town is 
built, existed the fort to which the settlers 
would flee when the 
Missouri raiders 
visited this section. It is a practice for 
some of the “old timers ’ to meet here and 
recount the hardships and murders of the 
early days of Kansas. 
A recent settler 
who has listened to these recitals said to 
me, “I never realized until coming to 
Kansas how terrible was the struggle be­ 
tween the factions, aud that here was the 
real beginning of the general bloody strife 
which afterwards followed between the 
North aud the {South.” On the site of the 
old fort stands the State University, a 
magnificent structure, from tho top* of 
which the country for forty miles in some 
directions can be seen. 
Au astronomical 
observatory takes the place of the powder 
magazine. 
Metaphorically speaking, on 
this rocky summit the spear has truly 
been beaten into the pruning lnx»k. The 
institution is grandly prosperous, giving 
the brightest foreground to the best tra­ 
ditions of the past. 
Lecompton is farther up the Kansas 
river. 
It was tile capital ol the Territory 
under the pro-slavery rule. 
It stands on 
a fine elevation of ground, a. d is sur­ 
rounded by a region of excellent soil. 
Only a few straggling and dilapidated 
buildings, w itll the old stone State House, 
occupy the spot. 
In the language of 
those hot times, it is surely “a relic of 
barbarism.” 
An attempt is in successful 
operation to start an academic sclnxil with­ 
in the walls where tho deaths of promi­ 
nent citizens and the burning of their 
homes were planned. 
Tho survival of 
the fittest is the teacher of children, not 
the cruel jayliawker. 
We found Topeka, the capital of the 
State, situated on a somewhat high aud 
rolling prairie, and mainly on the south 
side of the Kansas river. 
It has broad 
streets, which will soon be ornamented 
with trees, set in double rows along the 
sidewalks; 
comfortable 
looking 
resi­ 
dences, built not in the more recent 
styles: substantial business blocks, on a 
few ct the main streets; another wing of 
wha- promises to be a stately aud com­ 
modious 
capitol 
for 
tho 
State. 
Tho 
city 
has 
a 
stirring, 
enterprising and pushing appearance. 
Two colleges with splendid buildings are 
here at work, under the auspices of the 
Episcopal aud Congregational churches. 
In marked contrast with Kansas City, the 
public schoolhouses are attractive, being 
provided with the best facilities for the 
comfort of tile pupils, and their instruc­ 
tion. 
Not far to the southwest of the 
city are large coal fields, through which 
run the tracks of railroads. 
The surface 
of the country about is an undulating 
B 
rie. At this point have settled a 
e number of the negro refugees from 
the Southern Stales. 
They are most 
kindly treated by the people, aud are 
earning a fair support. They live maiuly 
in quarters by themselves, aud have their 
chapels and school buildings in tho midst 
of their cheaply made huts. 
The principal offices of the A tchison , 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railway are located 
here. 
Their line of roads, the longest 
single one in this country, runs up to the 
main rauge of the Rocky Mountains, and 
then along the eastern slopes, crossing 
here and there spurs i u the range passing 
through New Mexico, aud finally pene­ 
trating the dominion of Old Mexico. On 
the whole, it is the most solidly con­ 
structed aud easy-riding road iu all the 
W est Miles of it is a1 read ballasted with 
broken stones. 
Its comparatively gentle 
grades up mountain sides, through tor­ 
turous canons, and along riverbanks, are 
marvels of engineering skill. Tho citi­ 
zens of Rock county, Wisconsin, have a 
special interest in the corporation which 
built and manages this railway. Its pres­ 
ident is Wm. B. Strong, formerly a resi­ 
dent of 
B eloit who began, less than 
thirty years ago, his connection with the 
business which he so greatly honors bv 
takiug charge of the small depot at Mil­ 
ton. 
I he chief engineer is Albert A. 
Robinson, whose hospitalities I enjoyed 
for two days at topeka. 
His home in 
bo^ hood was in the town of Fulton where 
his mother, Mrs. A lia Childs, now' lives. 
Old students of Milton College remember 
him as a most manly looking, keen-eyed, 
bright-faced, and studious youth, aud at 
the head of his class in mathematics. 
The work which he has since (lerfonned 
iu determining the routes and in con­ 
structing the roads on the three main 
lines in the Rocky Mountain region, 
would in England, be rewarded with a 
peerage. 
More anoil will lie given in de­ 
scription of these lines. 
Suffice to say 
here, that he is one of the most industri­ 
ous, competent, aud trusted railroad en­ 
gineers m this country. 
In scores of 
places ou the three different loads I 


heard the employes in various positions 
speak of him in terms of the highest ad­ 
miration. 
His services were lately solic­ 
ited by a road in Mexico, with the profer 
of a large bonus, and a yearly salary of 
$25,BOO; but he declined, and remains 
where he has wou his honors. 
We found 
in this city another Rock county young 
man, George R. Peck, Esq., who is em­ 
ployed as an attorney of the Santa Fe 
railroad. The people of Milton aud Janes- 
villerecall the kindest recollections of 
him. 
Throughout Kansas lie is widely 
known and 
universally re s ifte d . 
In 
many places I heard the remark, “lie is a 
rising man in the State.” 
The lands this side of Pawnee Rock, on 
the Arkansas river, extending to the eas­ 
tern side of the State, show that they are 
under the control of the climate of the 
Missouri valley. 
It is different beyond. 
There the cool, dry winds of the moun­ 
tains seem to have sway. 
Up to this 
point, vegitation grows quite rank, and 
the fields of grain give promise of an 
abundant harvest. 
The extreme limit of 
the rain line I was told, is moviugslowly 
westward. 
The settlements are quite 
thickly scattered along the road. 
Even 
here, aud farther east in Kansas, are built 
the finest school houses in the villages 
and country districts I have ever seen in 
any State. 
Those of the latter greatly 
surpass the rural school buildings of Wis­ 
consin. 
As you travel from county to county, 
you are surprised that no more atten tion 
is paid to the planting of trees along the 
roadsides, aud iu the fields where sin 
forests eau easily be grown. 
Tho val 
of these in the future cannot be estimat­ 
ed, in adding a picturesque appearance 
to the country, in affording shade to the 
herds of cattle aud flocks of sheep in the 
hot days of summer, and in aiding rn 
breaking up the fierce blasts of wind in 
the winter season.

Maxwell gold mine in fStockhiidge con­ 
tinue, and it is now generally conceded 
that the discovery is a rich one. 
From 
Mr. N. K. Maxwell, who was in the city 
; yesterday, we learn that operations will 
I shortly begin iu earnest. 
In addition to 
the machinery already secured, a new 
diamond drill aud an engine are daily 
expected to arrive from *the east, which 
will beset at work just as soon as pos­ 
sible. The entire cost of tho machinery 


purchased and ordered is $1,000, aud as 
soon as is compatable with his interests 
Mr. Maxwell will add a stamp mill and 
other machinery to cost $5,000. 
Some 
twenty different assays of the rock have 
already been made, and more are yet to 
be heard from. Mr. Maxwell stated that 
the result of the low'est assay was a pro­ 
duction of $18.80 in gold to a ton of ore, 
but refused to give the highest figures. 
He said, however, that the assaying of 
one quantity of ore yielded $118 to tho 
ton, but that this was not the highest. 
Iron has also been discovered in cousid 
erable quantities, and every indication 
points to the development of va3t min­ 
eral resources tn this country.

Another 
Story 
of 
Custer’s 
Death. 


From the Rochester Democrat- 
The case of Sebastian Beck, whose ca­ 
reer among the Sioux Indians was noted 
in this journal, has been fully investigat­ 
ed at the Couuty Poor Office by Overser- 
McGonegal. During the recountings of 
his wanderings, the old man gave a re­ 
porter from this joui ual a clearer insight 
into the battle of the “Little Big Horn” 
than he before had. Beck, who had been 
a captive among the Sionx for eight 
years, participated in the battle. He re­ 
counted the details of the 
murderous 
charge upon Custer, iii his broken Eng­ 
lish, rn a manner (hat was interesting 
even to those who were familiar with the 
slaughter of the gallant General and his 
band. He said that upon the night of the 
charge Sitting Bull expected Custer, and 
had massed all his forces and had a band 
of 3,033 warriors, of which he was one. 
The plan of their battle was as follows: 
The Indians fenced in a large corral with 
saplings, and within built fires. Upon the 
saplings they hung their blankets, and 
within they fixed billets of wood to rep­ 
resent themselves as seated about the 
fires. They then went into the mountains 
surrounding tho spot and waited until 
Custer and his company should be at­ 
tracted to the trap I hey had devised 
They were successful, for the General* 
saw the light, reconnoitered, and thought 
his chance had come. He opened fire up­ 
on tho Indians. This was tho 
signal. 
With one fell swoop 3,000 painted devils 
rushed down upon him from tho mount­ 
ain sides in a moment the little band of 
300 men were surrounded, and the un­ 
equal battle was commenced. Beck said 
that Custer showed no fear, but rushed 
in the fight with eyes and saber flashing, 
aud never raised it but he left upon 
some redskin’s face his bloody and rag­ 
ged trade-mark, “X ” which so many of 
his victims in the late war knew so well. 
One dy one his men fell around him, and 
at last* he stood aloue among them bat­ 
tling with his trusty saber in his re­ 
maining right li^nd. But at last lie to fell, 
pierced by seven shots. Beck said that 
his fight was terrible in its destructive­ 
ness. fourteen of those Indians who en­ 
tered the fray paid for it with their lives, 
and their cold copper hued faces 
lay 
turned to the sun the next day. with 
those of the 1300 brave soldiers who fol­ 
lowed the brave Custer in his last fight. 
This is the story of an old captive of the 
Sioux.who claims that he was there and 
saw that intrepid officer die. His last 
words were: “I am alone; I have done 
my best; the lioys are all gone, and I will 
go with them.

Millions at the Mint* 
Over $5,000,000 in broad, salmon-col­ 
ored bars or bricks of gold, occasionally 
darkly tinged with copper-liko coating, 
arrived at the United States Mint. They 
came in IOO wooden boxes, about two 
feet square and a foot deep. 
An ex- 
press-wagon, with several custodians, 
carried them, and they were rolled and 
dumped into tho weighing room like so 
much load. 
To the men in the mint the 
daily handling of fabulous* sums of the 
precious metals begets au indifference 
that puts it on a par with tho common­ 
est merchandise. 
Not an ounce, how­ 
ever, is free from the closest scrutiny 
while within these walls. 
Although a 
man may walk in from the street and 
stand at a step before the open, door of 
the weigliing-room vault, wliero $30, 
000,000 is stored with but a single offi­ 
cial in sight, it would need but the 
slightest alarm to have a score of men 
with loaded weapons in their hands 
standing on the spot. 
Unlike foreign 
mints, no display of armed protection is 
made, but the precaution is nevertheless 
complete. 
Tho largo consignment yes­ 
terday came from tho Assayers office in 
New York. Each Tx)xcontains a “ melt,” 
or, in other words, tho entire refined 
contents of a crucible, each varying in 
quantity, and every oricK was num­ 
bered. 
The men who do the heavy 
work opened tho boxes, took off tho pa­ 
per wrappings, and piled the bricks 
npon the scales. Then the clerk weighed 
them and carried tho bricks-into the 
vault. 
The entire weight was 266,960.78 
ounces Troy, or over eleven tons. 
Tho 
actual net weight valuation was $ 5 1 ,- 
101,466.31. 
If any one could count $30 
every minute, and keep it up without 
stopping, it would take within a fraction 
of lour months to count this amount in 
coin. 
In the mint all tho counting is 
done by weight and measure. 
Piles of 
various kinds of coin are measured, 
and, if they are of tho requisite num­ 
ber of inches each way, and tho weight 
corresponds, tho money is set down far 
more accurately than if tho money had 
been counted by tho deftest fingers.— 
Philadelphia Times.

The 
blocks for a complete work can thus be 
stowed away in a very small compass. 
The cost of engraving a page of these 
wooden blocks is said to be but little 
more than the expense of setting up a 
page of Chinese type and preparing it 
tor the press. Au edition of one copy 
can be printed if no more are required, 
and thus the expense of keeping a largo 
stock of printed I looks on hand is en­ 
tirely avoided. 
Any errors or misprints 
that may lie discovered can, as anile, bo 
corrects! on the blocks with but very 
little trouble. 
A skillful printer can 
priut by hand 5,000 leaves of two pages 
each a day, using no press or machinery 
whatever. 
Ile supplies his own tools, 
and receives as wages a1 amt one shilling 
a day. 
The pajier ordinarily used is 
whit**, and of the best quality, although 
a yellow ish k ind is also made use of at a 
reduction of twenty' per cent on the sell­ 
ing price. 
The b.xiks are bound in the 
usual Chinese style, aud fastened with 
white silk thread. They present an ap­ 
pearance which satisfies the taste of the 
most fastidious native, 
The leaves are 
printed only on one side.

Is Our Soil Being Exhausted I 


Dr. Peter Collier, chemist of the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, contributes a 
valuable paper to the forthcoming Agri­ 
cultural lievicir, under the above head­ 
ing. Bv the careful comparison of an 
array of crop statistics covering a series 
of years he finds undoubted evidence of 
lessening production due to soil impov­ 
erishment. Dr. Collier makes some in­ 
teresting statements concerning 
the 
relative fertility of the East and West, 
showing that while the soil of the latter 
is growing more and more impover­ 
ished, that of the former, through the 
use of fertilizers, is becoming richer and 
outstripping the West in productiveness. 
On this subject he says: 
If we contrast the New England and 
Middle States, for example, with those 
of the Central or the Northwestern and 
Western States, we shall find that al­ 
though the former were but a few years 
•go surpassed in productiveness by the 
latter, during the short period of 15 or 
20 years the yield of the latter has fallen 
off, while that of the New England and 
Middle States has increased, so that at 
present the acreage yield of these New 
England and Middle States surpasses 
that of the Northwestern and Western 
States and of the Central States. This 
Is the more remarkable in view of the 
fact that these same lands w hich have 
so increased in productiveness have been 
under the plow for at least a century 
longer than those of the West. 
This result is probably due largely to 
inherent differences in the soils of the 
several sections; the rocks of New 
England, which by their gradual disin­ 
tegration have formed these lands, will 
probably be found richer in the mineral 
constituents of plant food than the rocks 
of the West. 
But it is beyond question 
that the early settlers upon these West­ 
ern lands found them neb in the ele­ 
ments of plant food which through ages 
had accumulated. The continued crop­ 
ping and wastefuLmethods which char­ 
acterized the early years of Western ag 
rieulture appear, however, to have part­ 
ly, at least, exhausted these accumulated 
.stores of food, as evidenced by impov­ 
erished crops. 
As of course is well knourn, the cere­ 
als require for their development large 
quantities comparatively of potash and 
phosphoric acid, and, as is also well 
known, these two mineral constituents 
exist in comparatively very small quan­ 
tities in the rocks or m the soil derived 
from them. It follows, therefore, that 
fthose two constituents would naturally 
be soonest removed from tho soil by 
continual JC copping, and, vs is known, 
this removal has necessitated the resto 
rati onto the soil of those constituents 
through th e application of those pro- 
dncts -containing them.

In other words, did the same re­ 
lation of value to cost obtain to-day 
.which existed in 1868 the average cost 
of the fertilizers analyzed by Dr. Genth 
would have been $91.68 per ton, where­ 
as it is $34.79, equal to 38 per cent, 
only, thus showing that the purchaser 
of commercial fertilizers to-day makes 
an average saving of 62 per cent. Not 
only has this great saving been effected 
during the past few years, but it is to be 
observed also that the baris of valuation 
of these fertilizers has also been changed, 
and in this way increased greatly the 
benefit accruing to the purchaser and 
consumer of these commercial products. 
For example, in 1869 the value generally 
given to soluble phosphoric ack I was 
16 1-4 cents per pound, while now the 
same constituent is estimated at 12 cents 
per pound. 
But tho above statement but partially 
represents tho whole truth in this mat­ 
ter, for beside these, as one might say, 
legitimate products, there were sold in

07,000 miles in length and 48,000 miles 
in width. These were arranged iii ten 
clusters, none being far from the equa­ 
tor of the sun.

the largest number seen in any cluster. 
Each aggregation of spots had one or 
two very large, the remainder varying 
in size from medium to small. 
The 
large spot was first seen at this observa­ 
tory at 8 a. rn. April 15, already ad­ 
vanced on the eastern edge of the sun 
15 degrees. Throughout the 15th it did 
not display unusual turbulence, but dur­ 
ing Saturday night activity set in, for 
on Sunday morning its appearance and 
internal 
structure 
had 
materially 
changed. It was out into four portions 
by what was termed “ bridges’’ of fir**. 
But these bridges did not maintain the 
same position an hour. 
They were 
mg, contracting, or bending into 
everchanging forms. They were white 
hot; that is, whiter than tho solar disc— 
presumably hotter. 
Ono could not see 
them move any more than the hour- 
hand of a clock can be seen in motion, 
but on returning to the telescope after 
an interval of naif an hour displace­ 
ment could be detected. 
At 9 a. rn. 
two tongues of fire were pointing to­ 
ward each other from opposite sides of 
the abyss, and at 12:3o p. rn. passed, 
leaving quite a space between. 
Shortly 
after tliey began curvature, which, at 2 
p. rn., formed a circle, clearly a case of 
solar cyclone. 
A sun-spot is composed of two por 
tions, the umbra and the penumbra. 
The umbra is the dark central portion, 
while tho penumbra or border is many 
shades lighter, yet much darker than 
the disc of the sun.

fringe looks like a down-rush of matter 
into or upon the umbra, its sides are

To Teach Ho irs to Hate Mankind* 
The idea of catching highway robbers 
with bloodhounds s e t m s to lie gaming 
iii popularity. 
Smit* few newspapers 
oppose the suggestion on the high 
ground of humauit&r.anism. 
Such pa­ 
tters say it is wrong to ch is3 human be­ 
ings with dogs. 
The robl»ers are l»ecom- 
iug so numerous, however, and are so 
careless about murdering or maiming 
people when a robl K»ry is to lie done, 
that it should seem that a highwayman 
should l>e caught by other means than 
such os have been iii vogue for capturing 
j other kind of criminals. Aud that high­ 
wayman are so seldom caught in the or­ 
dinary way is a fact that goes largely to 
calling for the bloodhound plan. Whether 
it is practical to chase criminals with 
hounds in this clim ate is a question of 
great doubt. 
We an* told by hunters 
that in the summer time in California 
hounds used for chasing deer or foxes 
have not the j>ower of scenting to any 
very great degree of usefulness. 
Another difficulty is that robbers are 
generally well armed, and by shooting 
the dogs eau easily get rid of the pur­ 
suit. 
The dogs will always be ahead of 
the men who are with them in the chase. 
This would be more particularly the 
case in the rough mountain regions of 
the State, where the robbers mostly 
operate. 
In spite of these drawbacks, if any 
body wants to experiment with hounds 
in chasing robbers, it is easy to do so. 
The bloodhound is not absolutely neces­ 
sary to the business. 
A No. I foxhound 
will do. 
Tile writer of this has seen 
many “ packs of hounds” that were used 
to pursuing human beings, and yet he 
never saw' a pure bloodhound. 
Any 
hound, and we believe almost any dog 
with a “nose” on him, can be taught to 
follow only tile scent of a human being. 
The best bred English foxhounds can 
certainly be framed in that way to such 
a degree that, in moist climates, the pur­ 
sued human eau get away only by killing 
the pursuing dog. 
Whoever wants to owu a pack of men- 
pursuing hounds should get at the start 
a lot of puppies, the best breed that he 
can find. If these puppies are all of one 
litter so much the better. 
As soon as 
j the pups are old enough to toddle around 
let their owner himself constantly feed 
and care for them. 
Let every other hu­ 
man being that comes near the little do, 
tease them, and even whip them, 
that way the pups w ill soon get a dislike 
to the human race. Let a mau, or a boy, 
after teasing the puppies run away from 
them aud hide. 
They will soon learn to 
seent him out 
Advance them iii the 
grades of this sclio >1 as they show' that 
they have learned. 
Their chase can lie 
made longer each week or so, and taking 
the scent without their having seen the 
pursued w.ill be quickly acquired. Never 
let them run after any "animal below tho 
grade of men. Iii this way one can have 
lmman-pursuing hounds. 
The descend­ 
ants of such trained dogs will inherit 
something of the educated dis|>08ition of 
their progenitors, and generation after 
generation, projierly bred, of those same 
dogs will become the I letter mau-chasers. 
It is the training and education of dogs 
in a particular way that makes their 
strains celebrated.

A Novel Strike. 
From the L evtanw orth Tim es. 
Friday morning the every-day moLtt- 
ony at the military prison was somewhat 
broken by the mutiny of about 175 pris­ 
oners They were those who worked in 
the harness, shoe aud broom depart­ 
ments. When they were drawn up in Iilc 
previous to beginning the daily task, 
they made known the fact that they 
would not go to work on the rations they 
hail been getting, declaring that they 
coaid not subsist on them. They made 
no riotous demonstrations, but simply 
refused to do any work, nor did they. 
Some of the leaders were put in dark 
cells, and, the rest were closely watched. 
Yesterday morning they were all at their 
posts aud went to work, the grub having 
been I lettered. They had been complying 
about the slimness of diet for some time, 
but no attention was paid to them, and 
the thing finally resulted as above stated. 
The Goverment furnishes a prisoner Hie 
same rations as a man on duty, and the 
blame rests with the Commissary Ser­ 
geant. The men complain that their 
breakfast consisted of nothing more than 
a sort of hash, the principal ingredient of 
which was bread, and not any to much of 
that, and that only about a bushel of po- j 
tables was issued to IOO men.
